Tt is now two years and four months since 
John Sheridan Hogan, M, P. P., disappeared 
in the moat unaccountable and mysterious 
manner, Various have been the conjectures 
rabpaoting his disappearance, Some thought 
ho had been murdered and thrown over the 
Falls at Niangara,—others that he had com= 
mitted suicide, Once it was rumored that be 
was seen in Texas, and again it was reported 
thatho was fon Lunatic Asylumin Oinclnnati 
The reward of $500 offered’ by the Govorn- 
ment for any clue that would load to his dis 
covery, the vigilance of the Police, and the 
anxious searching of friends, have until now 
proved entirely fruitless, All that was known 
of poor Mr, Hogan's fato was, that he Joft the 
house of Mrs, Sarah Laurie on Torauley St, 
in Toronto, on the evening of Ist Doc'r 1859, 
and was never afterwards scon alive by any 
one who was willing to testify to the fact.

FROM OUR QUEBEC CORRESPONDED 


The Legislative Council,— Hon. Mr, Morris’ 
motton for justica to Upper Canada—It 
is a want of confidence motion.—A pre- 
cedent for such motions, by the Act of the 
Council in 1858.--The Hon Mr. Moore 
denies the rule, and wishes the House to 
say 8o.—Correspondence between Gover- 
nor Head and Mr, Brown—the Governor 
alludes to the action of the Council.— 
Mr, Murney's vote then—How will he 
vold now? 


Quenec, March 30, 1861. 
The Upper House, since the olective ele- 
ment has been introduced into it, is exhibit- 
ing a greatdeal of spirit. The Hon, Mr. Mor- 
rig has introduced the following Resolution: 
“That inithe opinion of this House it is most 
dositable that the Administration ehould com 
mand the confidence of both seations of the Pro 
vince; thatthe reaponsible advisors of the Crown 
havo failed dnring the ont Parliament, to 
docure the support of a Parliamentary majority 
from Uppor Canada; that, the continuance in 
nftica of Lis Excellency’s advisers from Upper 
Canada, notwithytanding tho zane deolaras 
tione in Parliament of non contidenop in them 
by a majority of the Ropreaontatives from that 
port of the Provinge, has oreated strong feolings 
of dissatisfaction and distrust in the minds of 
the peoplo of the country, and if p 
will bo attended with ovil consequendes to the 
pormanent interests of the Province.”

However perfect a rod may be, it 
vill do more harm than good unless the fluid 
can pass off with perfect facility, and become 
Missipated in the earth. Moist earth is always 
S pretty good conductor; dry earth is a poor 
conductor, It is therefore highly requisite 
that the rod descend deep enough to enter 
the permanently moist stratum, or the por- 
Aion that remains moist independently of the 
droughtof summer. This will of course vary 
in different places; butas a gonoral rulo, a 
Thole at least six feet deep should be dug for 
this purpose. Some rods, perfect in other 
respects, become worse than useless by not 
sinking deep enough. 

Some years ago a mecting-honse was struck 
with lightning, although furnished with what 
appeared to be an excellent conductor, The 
building was injured, and the earth torn up 
‘around it. On examination, the lower end 
ewas found to enter the earth but a short dis- 
‘tance, and the season being very dry and the 
~poil destitute’of moisture, no escape was af- 
ffurtied for the electric flnid.

SLEEPING UND:R THE BEDCLOTHES. 


Thero is reason to belicve that not a few 
of the apparently unaccountable cases of scro-

We do not understand 
why the Warden runs all over the country to 
get legal advice, when the County has a So- 
licitor duly appointed, ana paid, whieh the pub- 
lished necounts prove by the following item, 
“Ross & Bell account rendered Council 
$488,600.” We have no doubt they have done 
the work charged, and we think them quite 
capable to give an opinion ona By-Law. But 
over $500 is a pretty large sum for law charges 
in one year, and we Saale like to know through 
whose fault they accrued. Rumor says it is 
the Warden's fault, and that most of the char- 
ges in Ross & Bell’s account are for defending 
the Fanning and Ranney suits against the 
County, in which the Warden received the 
money and yorgat to pay it over properly,— 
The County has therefore paid the debt twice, 
besides a great deal of unnecessary costs— 
We would like to know how much was Jost to 
the County on this transaction, ond how mucli 
of it was “stopped” in transitu while passing 
through the Warden's custody, He is a very 
“able man,” no doubt; but then he has a 
user way of spending the people's money. 
But who is Mr. Bernard, and what did he get 
$30 for? We trust the Town Council will 
not follow a bad precedent, as by a report of 
their Inst night's proceedings they appear in- 
clined to do. We have many ways for our 
money besides spending itin fees to Mr. H. 
Bernard, or any other Clerk in the Office of 
the Attorney General.
